ml valuo to the Confod^-facy. Wo 
deprooate any tendency t# mislead tho 
public on a lobject of »ob paramount 
importance; 'there are nuraberloss 
■abjeots of minor oonBlderatiou tbat 
afford more appropriate material lor 
tanoy aketohes in (he realms of fiction, 
and any one wAo would attempt to 
deceive ihii ctfminunity by pretending 
that we Bhiill have a Free Port on 
tbit Island as a coneeqnenoe of Con- 
federa»/OD, is either unacquainted with 
the Bobjeot of which be treats, or per- 
fectly oarelesB as to how he insnlts tho 
iDtelligenoe of tho commercial men of 
this city. Every one who has bestow" 
•d theilightest attention upon Cana«. 
adian politics must be aware that tho 
vexata questio with Nova Sootia has 
been the tarifif; and it a population ot 
nearly 400,000 people havo been un- 
abi4 to alter, or modify in the least, 
the application ot the Canadian Cus* 
toms laws, how, in the name of com- 
mon leuBo, can we hope lor any spocial 
faronrs with a population ot 10,000 ? 
Our readers must be aware that the 
Ute gigantic strnggle in the United 
States had tariff for its real origin ; the 
abolition of slavery was an alter* 
(bought. Such a privilege as a Free 
Port aooorded to us — however neces- 
larytO our commercial advanceraonl — 
would be in opposition to all tbe ruioe 
of fiscal policy as followed in Great 
Britain, Canada, or the United Siaios ; 
•nd in preeeing apon our people ibo 
Baoeiuty for action, we can hold out 
BO hope that a Free Fort under Con- 
federation is attainable. Diflerentiul 
diiies, if allowed at this end of the 
Somioion would be claimed at tho other 
•Dd, and although it is desirable tbai 
Sritisb Colambians should be'as nearly 
nsposaible a onit in favor of Confodora- 
tion, we do not propose to delude 
a ais into the belief that it they 
will but raike their voices in favor of 
"Union they will receive certain privi- 
leges which are net accorded to the 
people of any other part of British 
America. Neither do we propose to 
Isy down Fr^o Port as tho sina qua 
non of our joining tho Dominion. Our 
real advantages as an iotogral portion 
of the Dominion will arise from our 
forming the Pacific end of that great 
empire, and the fact that the interx 
ooeanio railroad mast debonche here. 
Through ibis Colony must pass the im- 
meose manafaoturin|r exports of Eng-< 
land to lodiBi China and Japan, and 
from these aeveral countries will pass 
their wonderfully rich products that 
are now so necessary to mankind. Our 
liaei will carry the goods for Enropo 
to a hundred millions of people, where 
the lines through the United States 
will not supply over ^the half of that 
liumber; the rotnrn traffic will iu» 
Tolve the supply of five times that 
namber, a great portion of whom are 
British subjects. The United Slates 
have striven nobly for this enormous 
prize, but "tho race is not alwayn to 
the swift nor the battle to tho Blroog." 
Our couhina have all the honor due to 
the first aito'npt at a groal onterpriso, 
but we strongly Buspect that wo shall 
pocket tbe greater part of the profit. 
We shall constraot our lino with all the 
knuwiodgo acquired at tho expenae ot 
the people of the neighboring republioi 
becaaso the Pacific Eailroad has boon 
paid for in a great measure out of tho 
public funds, and will never pay in- 
terest on tbe outlay, sottiog a^udo any 
poittble repayment of the principal 
escept tbrongb the taxes collected 
from the additional population attract- 
ed to tbe vicinity of the railroad, in 
hope of profiting in some undefined 
W«7 from tbe traffic. On tho British 
American line, the traflao will increase 
with every twenty miles of rail laid. 
The flood of immigration will flow 
continually along the whole coarse of 
tho lino, settling up the country and 
making profitable truffle without re- 
ference to through froi^•hl and pnsHon- 
gers. The canying trade of a groat 
nation is awaiting the oonstraotiou of 
the lino, which will bo hurried to com- 
pletion whenever tho work is oommouc- 
ed, which ^will bo soon. Our great
